Owing to Holland's dependence on
miterinls from outside, several of the
nationnl industpics have for the time
being been ruined and those employ-
#d in them hoave been thrown out of
work., For instance, the sugar fac-
taries and refinerles, of which there
wre 30 in ITolland, had bLeen badly
affected, in the first place by the pro-
hibition of the export of sugar beet
from Germany, Austrin-Hungary aml
Belgium and in the second' place by
the refusnl of England to permit fim-
ports of sugar from Holland owing

lo fears that German sugar might
come into the British Isles In that
way. The Netherlunds government

also forbade the export of sugar for
a time, but later decided to raise tha
prohibition and permitted the sugar
manufoacturers and refiners {o export
18 per cent. in the raw state and 42
wer cent. rveflned, while retainiog thin
other 40 per cent, of the total in the
country for home consumption. Eng-
land also raised the ban on Dutch
sugar after receiving assurances thut
no sugar f(rom Germnany should be gent
over the channel as Dutch., The lack
of imported beets, however, caused
many of the factories and refineries
to close down or reduce the number
of their employees, who In all  totai
10,000. This state of affairs in the
sugur trade also affected other
branches directly connecled with it;
such as sack and packlng cosz,mak-
era and the transport  workers on

land over which the bets and
manufactured sugar are carried. To
meet the eventuality of such condi-
tions arising again in future. it has
been decided to cultivate at least
double the quantity of sugar beet in
Holland and some of the men thrown
out of work have been employed in
planting the seed for the next har-
vest. As a rule the Duteh sugar fac-
torfes deliver several lundred thou-
sand tons of raw sugar yearly. From
20 to 26 per cent. of it is sent in this
condition to England, the remainder
being refined in Holland together
with the large quantitics of raw sug-
ar generally lmported from the other
continental countries. England also
takes about 250,000 tons of refined
sugar from Holland every year.
